the Pursuing Party Hurt

liicldlebury, Vt., May 3—DunstanShaw 
ana his son Frank, who escaned from 
Woodstock Jail April 23, and have been 
hounded for 10 days through 
the 


woods and mountains of Central Ver- 
mont by armed officers, citizens and 
bloodhounds, and who, in the course of 
their flight, shot and: killed Deputy 
Sheriff Hoffinan Friday, were captured 
ihis noon in a"swamp four~miles from 
Middlebury. 


They resisted the approach of the 


officers and citizens with thei» Win- 
chesters. 


Fifteen shots were fired. 
Vrhen Frank fell with two bullets In 


his body his father surrendered. 


The young1 man is seriously wounded. 
Both were very weak from lack of 


food. 


Apparently they are not displeased 


at the prospect of being quartered in 
jail. 


They were brought to this city and 


lodged in jail here. 


No one of the searching party was 


injured. 


The Shaws wore easily traced from 


the home of Mr. Seeley, where they 
stopped at 2 o'clock this morning and 
beg-ged food. 


Apparently they were taken by sur- 


prise, but made a deseprate resistance. 


Frank is wounded in the arm and 


near the heart. 


Although exhausted and in a low 


physical condition he is not expected 
to die. 


The towri was upset early this morn- 


ing when Julius Seeley reported the 
two men at his house asking for food. 


They said they were fishermen, but 


j\i>. Seeley recognized one of them as 
Dunstan Shaw. 


The sheriff and posse started at 8 


o'clock, six hours behind the men, but 
hoped to catch them before night. 


The capture causes much satisfac- 


tion amone- those who persisted in the 
chase, day and night, since early last 
week. 
The news that the ghaws were taken 


aroused great excitement in the town 
and hundreds <ot people from 
their 


homes here, and as many as could 
reach here from the surrounding: towns 
by teams, witnessed the arnval of the 


officers with their prisoners and fol- 
lov,-eci them to the jail. 


In spite of the handicap of the later 


start, the pursuing party made good 
progress this morninsf. 


After they entered the woods near 


the Seeley house they began a sytem- 
atic search in every part for traces of 
the fugitives. 


The Shaws are to^good woodsmen to 


leave a plain trail so the only know- 
ledge possessed by the pursuers wa's 
the statement that the men had tak- 
en a westward course after obtaining 
food. 


During the 
forenoon, 
what 
was 


thought to be traces of the men were 
dlsovered leading towards the north- 
west., 


Following in this direction some of 


the searchers, with 
Deputy 
Sheriff 


Tinkham at the head, came out into 
a pasture off the Middleburjr swamp. 


There was considerable water in the 


swamp and beyond it was a patch of 
rising-, open ground. 


Two men were slowly ascending this 


rise when the following party saw 
thenu 


Hurrying forward Sheriff Tinkham 


slvawted to the men, who were 
the 


Sha'tts, to surrender. 


In reply the fugitives immediately 


raised their suns. 


Without waiting for further demon- 


strati^ the firing began. 


The searchers, after the shooting of 


Deputy Sheriff Hoffman, 
had 
been 


given orders to shoot on sight if the 
desperadoes did ntot surrender, and it 
was apparent that for once they were 
leacly to carry out their directions. 


More than a dozen shots were ex- 


changed when Frank fell. 


This seemed to take the courage out 


of the older man, who ceased firing. 


Sheriff Tinkham hastened to his 


aide, followed closely by the others of 
the party, and in a moment the hand- 
cuffs were on the hands of the man. 


The young man lay on the ground, 


blood marking his two wounds^ one in 
the arm and the other in the body 
near the heart. 


Apparently he is very seriously hurt 
Both men showed plainly thefr expe- 


rience of the j>ast two weeks. 


They were" very pale^, weak, lean and 


unshaven.

Frank Shaw he said: "I'm glad I've 
got you." 


The young man

We think , 
we shall do well to e* now to the United 
States, a aister republic, where the peo- j 
pie had the same struggle a cerrtury ago ; 
•whidi onr people arre now having. Wa 
are going to the home of a free people. 


"The united States are free and great 


above all In love of liberty and justice. 
We are going with the object to rectify 
erroneous opinions and to make the 
truth known. Our enemies say much 
which they cannot prove and have thus 
letf many into error. We are convinced 
that if the truth Is known no civilized 
nation will refuse to support us. 


"The principal charge is that we have 


desired and sought the war. We will try 
to demonstrate the falseness of this. We 
only desire peace and the tranquil pos- 
session of what Is as dear to us as it is 
to the American people—our indepen- 
dence, without Injuring the rights of 
other peoples. We do not make appeal 
to one or the other American parties^ but 
to the American people as a whole, hop- 
ing that all parties will unite on this 
common platform, as the gtand'eur of the 
American people will be further in- 
creased if they aid a little nation in its 
co-nbat for its rights and liberty. Our 
object is to end this cruel outpouring of 
the Wood of all combatants, especially 
that of our kindred in the Free State, 
who are indispensable to our existence as 
a nation. We hope this appeal to the 
government and people of the United 
States will not be in vain, and that our 
way of carrying on the war has demon- 
strated that we have the right to demand 
an Independent existence for our people 
and country in South Africa." 


Replying to a question as to the con- 


ditions which would now satisfy the two 
republics, Mr. Fischer said he could not 
add anything to the foregoing- declara- 
tion.

THE COKGBEB8IONAL CONVENTION 


The first congressional 
convention 


held at Holyoke yesterday to name 
delegates to the national republican 
convention was the first thing to break 
the 0er<enlty of congressional politics 
in tWs district since the Malone-Law- 
rence struggle for the shoes of A. B. 
Wright. There was lots of heat in 
the convention and there are some ex- 
pecting that bad feelings engendered 
yesterday will crop out in unexoected 
places later. 


The battle was drawn on county 


lines. Berkshire, Franklin ar.d Hamp- 
dem counties each had a man for whom 
the honor of being a national delegate 
was sought. Berkshire proposed Rock- 
well of Kttsfield; Franklin, Malone of 
Greenfield, and Hampden Whiting of 
Holyoke. Berkshire and Franklin were 
united and Rockwell and Malone were 
chosen. Holyoke charges unfair mfans 
because Rockwell was chosen by ac- 
clamation and not by ballot. One of 
her delegates declares »nat Berkshire 
had sought to make a deal with the 
Holyoke people and leave Franklin 
county out in the cold, to which Hol- 
yoke would not agree, asserting that 
Franklin had a right to a delegate. 
Over this things grew warm, very 
warm, and Holyoke is reported to have 
drawn the knife and to be lying In 
wait for Berkshire.

Many Believe it Was Set in Revenge 


For Closing of Hotel by Injunction, 


Alarm Given by Fitchburg 


Engineer 


The hotel at Pownal, known as the 


Wayside Inn, was totally destroyed by 
fire shortly after 11 o'clock last night, 
thus removing an old landmark which 
had been used as a hotel for many 
years. 
The lire endangered several 


houses nearby, but these were finally 
saved after hard work on the part of 
neighbors. 


Over the cause of the fire there is 


much discussion. Some believe It to 
be the worlc of tramps, as there were 
ncre than the usual number seen 
about the village last evening1. Others 
however, assign an entirely 
different 


reason. 


The hotel has bean closed for some 


weeks, on an injunction secured by 
citizens who thought that the law waa 
being violated In regard to the sale of 
liquor. There are many In the town 
\\ ho believe that the nre was set In re- 
venge for the closing of the house in 
tf.is manner, The affair caused much 
excitement, and it is probable that an 
investigation will be made. 


Thd alarm of fire was first given by a 


Fitohburg engineer, who saw the flames 
as his train was passing about 11 
o'c lo. k. He instantly sounded the en- 
gine's whistle, keeping it blowing while 
the train was passing through the vil- 
lage. The alarm was then given by the 
factory bell, and soon the entire town 
was aroused. 


The hotel was by this time wrapped 


in flames, and only a small amount of 
furniture was saved. 


When the flames broke through the 


roof, flying sparks endangered several 
houses in the vicinity. Large burning 
brands were dropped onto the dry roofs 
of the houses, which caught fire sev- 
eral times1. The wind was light, how- 
ever, end water easily obtainable, so 
that the- roofs were kept wet down 
until the hotel fire had burned itself 
oat. 


Ihe loss or. the building 'fill probably 


not he over $3000 at the most, -while the 
furniture in the building was not valu- 
able. Ail that belonged to the house 
was left there when the house was 
closed, and this was practically a total 
loss. There was insurance on the build- 
ing, but whether this will be paid for a 
fire while the house was closed is not 
known. 


The Wayside Inn, formerly known as 


the Exchange, was built many years 
ago, 
but was in comparatively good 


condition. It was a two and a half 
story frirnp building, and was a part of 
thp Isurllngham estate, the heir being 
Ivllss Ell-vnod of Watertown, N. Y. 
Since the closing of the house by in- 
junction some time ago, several per- 
sons had reg-otiated for it, but it had 
not been rented, an effort being made 
to have the injunction removed first. 
Amasa T> ompson of Pownal as exe- 
cutor of the estate had charge of the 
building. 


Nothing is yet known as to whether 


a. now hotel will be built.

Local Boy Writes of Hu> Duties. In- 


surgent* Kept Active by Reports 


of Massachusetts Antls. 


George B. Waterman received a let- 


ter yesterday from F. A. Meactom a 
well known young man from this town 
who is now major and surgeon in the 
United States army at Manila, P. I. 
Mr. Meacham is a son of James Mea- 
eham who was for many years a resi- 
dent of this town, and one of the first 
settlers of the town. 
He spent the 


early part of his life here. He is a 
graduate of Tale college, and a medical 
college and has since receiving bis de- 
gree as M. D. been a surgeon in the 
United States army. 


The letter in part reads as follows: I 


have seen and experienced much since 
I left WilHamstown. and when the war, 
broke out the firo of my ancestors still 
burned in me and I was among the first 
to take the field and have been in the 
service ever since. Was 10 months in 
Cuba and have been in these islands 
since last August when I left the city 
of Havana. I hawe been in battles and 
camp-sieges of all kinds since coming 


• here and have profited by my experi- 
ence. 


In spealcing of the country he says: 


The country here is going: to open up 
the gwatest treasure in all our posses- 
sions, in speekins tyam a commercial 
stand point, but ore the other hand and 
*>y far the»greatest is the good that our 
^people can* do for these native Filipinos 
They are not competent to govern 
themselves and will take a long process 
of education before that time arrives. 
The insurrection is over and all that 
remains are now the scattered bands of 
band-its who are destroying their native 
towns and murdering the people. What 
feuds are still m progress are so on 
account of the ignorant expressions of 
deluded people in our own country and 
particularly so in the learned state of 
Massachusetts. 


U is a beautiful country here, vast 


in undeveloped resources. Put a stable 
government such as our territorial, in 
these islands, open thfir schools and 
'Jet them taste liberty and freedom as 


we know it and I would want no better 
.place to live in. It is not a nation to 
govern itself as there are some 80 dif- 
ferent tribes and as many different 
languages, as well as fighting1 among 
.themselves. 


The majority desire tbe protection of 


our flag. No greater mission has been 
given a nation than has been given 
ours to educate and give liberty and 
freedom under "Old Glory" to the peo- 
ple to whom civilization has been, so 
Jong desired. 


The leaders of this insurrection are 


naif breed Chinese or "Mestizos" as 
they are called. It is our duty to keep 
and protect these people. If our gov- 
ernment should withdraw chaos would 
reign. It is ridiculous to talk about 
withdrawing-, but the question of the 
day is what shall be our form of gov- 
ernment,

He paved the way for his nomina- 


tion, by saytng that the localibv argu- 
ment had no force -in the choice of their 
eminent governor, who harnened. to 
be a Berkshire maul and that no 
"tradie" had been effected by which 
some other county should get some- 
thing in return for their vote for the 
governor. Berkshire had by jieceCe.-.t 
established a routine by which the 
different parts of the county in rotation 
chose a delegate once in few years to 
the, national convention.

Retirement of Mr. Cady After 


Many Years of Shoe 


Business 


W. G. Cady has sold his interest in 


the shoe factory and business of W. 
Cady and company, which included 
himself 'and S. H. Fairfield, to N. L 
Millard and company. A new firm has 
been formed by the latter and Mr. Fair- 
field, to be called Fairfleld, Millard & 
Company. The new firm will carry on 
the business of the Ashland street fac- 
tory, while the 
Millard factory on 


Union street will not bs affected by the 
change. 


This transfer, which is the result of 


negotiations that have bean in progress 
for some time, was closed yesterday 
afternoon, and the Ashland street fac- 
tory, which has been shut down for 
some weeks, will start up next Monday 
morning for the summer season. 


Mr. Fairfleld, who has been in the 


firm of W. G. Cady and company since 
1882, will have charge of the factory; 
and will conduct the business. The 
prospects for the new firm are excel- 
lent, and as both parties in the new 
firm are experienced shoe men, there is 
every reason to expect that the factory 
will maintain and increase its reputa- 
tion as one of the strong industrial in- 
terests of the city. 


The change in the make up of the 


firm will be a surprise in the city, al- 
though for some time there have been 
many rumors in regard to some trans- 
fer of interests. The retirement of Mr. 
Cady from the firm marks the end of 
a company that was one of the older 
shoe firms of the city, the partnership 
having been formed in 18S2, at the time 
that the Ashland street factory was 
built. In 1888 a wing was added, the 
main part of the factory being 40 by 
100 feet and the wing 30 by 80. 


Mr. Cady is one of the oldest shoe 


men in the city, having learned the 
business in the C. T. Sampson factory 
when in was located on Main street, in 
the rooms over John A. Rice's drug 
store. On returning from the war in 
1SG5, he went into partnership with his 
brother, H. T. Cady, and was engaged 
in business under the firm name of 


ady Brothers till 1881, when he sold 


his interest to his brother, and went to 
Europe for his health. Returning the 
following- year, he went into business 
with Mr. Fairfield, this being the be- 
ginning of the Ashland street factory. 


In regard to what he will do in the 


future, Mr Cady has not decided. 


Work will be begun in the factory 


next Monday, when the cutters will go 
n, and the other -departments will 
:tart as soon as the work is ready for 
hem. 
When running full, the factory 


employs from 350 to 400 iiands.

in the interest of the church, and the 
value of his labors was recognized by 
all.

His earnest Christian 
spirit, 


modest bearing and friendly ways ad- 
mirably fitted him for the duties that 
w«re his, and without ostentation he 
accomplished much good and carried 
comfort 10. many hearts.

building of the East mountain chayel 
was due almost wholly to his efforts, 
and the sood work thus inaugurated 
in onip o£ the city's outlying districts 
wasi one ini which he took girat inter- 
es"; to the C'fse of his life.
